A. Thar the Prophefy was fignaily fulfill’d when 
the Holy Ghoftde{cended upon the Primitive Con. 
verts to Chriftiamiry in an Extraordinary manner, 
Whether at the firft Preaching of the Word. as in 
the cafe of Corne‘ius’s Fainily, or immediacely atzer 
Baprifm, or at the Impofition cf hands, as in the 
inftance of the Samaritans, Buttho’ the Holy Ghoft, 
to teftify his Immenfe Effution, might vouchiate ro 
grant to ever: Women Extraordinary Gifts at thofe 
Particular times, it does not therefore follow, that 
thofe Extraordinary Griis were continued to them, 


or that they might fet up for Teachers and Difpen- 
fers of the word in the Publick Congregations and 
Affembhlies. 

‘Tis true, we read in 4s. 21. that Philip, the 
Evangelift ( who was one of the feven Deacons) hid 
four Daughters, Virgins, which did Prophefy. And 
this Implies, that the Spirit of Prophefy Refided in 
them. Nay, and KEcciefiaftical Hiftory takes no- 
tice of thefe Propheteffes as Coremporary with Qua- 
dratus, Bithopof Athens. 

But here it is obfervable, that tho’ the word Pros 
phet in a larger fenfe includes one, who Teaches 
and Inftructs, as well as one, who Foretells things 
ro come, yetin a ftri€ter fenfe it is Confin'd to the 
Latier, as is evident from that paffage in St. Paul 
where Prophets and Teachers are Diftinguith'd 
from one another : Gad hath fee fome in the Church 
Fir (t Apofties, Secondarily Prophets, Thirdly Tec ers. 
If therelore b/iip’s Daughters were Propheteffes in 
this fenie only, it does not neceflarily follow, that 
They did not keep Silence in the Church, For they 
might be Applied to in their own houfes on extra- 
ordinary occafiuns, as we read in 2 Kings 22. that 
Fofial King of Fudah fent Hitkiah the Prieft and 
others to Hu/dah the Prophetefs, to enquire of the 
Lord for bhimfe/f and for the People. And it God 
Communicated to them any thing concerning Furn- 
rity ata tine, when they were not applied to, They 
migh: Communicate the fame to the Minifters of 
the Church to be Communicated by Them to the 
People in the Congregation. 

Buc fince Enfebius acquaints us, that Philip's 
Daughters were endued with Prophetical Gift: ; 
fince Prophetical Gifts in Ecclefiaftical Writers pe. 
neraliy include the Gift of Teaching as well as 
that of Predicting Future Evenrs; and fince Her- 
mas ( who was Coremporary with St. Paul ) tells 
us in his Paftor (a Book in wonderful efteem a- 
mong the Ancient Fathers, and receiv'd by {everal 
Churches as Canonical) that Men endued with Pro. 
phetical Giits exerted thote Gifts ro the Edification 
of the People in the Publick Affemblies, we may 
grant, that Philip's Daughters did the fame, with. 
ont Derogation to that Reprehenfion of St Paui, 

t se 











st is a fhame for Women to [peak in the Clurci, 
For, becaufe They receiv'd Commiffion and Ab 

ty from Above to Difcharge rhe Office of Pubhck 
Teaching, does ir therefore follow, that other Wo 
men might Dilcharge the fame Office without any 
Commiifion tro Warrant their procecding. Whar 
therefore might be a Shame for Wamren in genefa! 
to Perform, might Ceafe to be fo with regard to 
{ome few, who had fufficient Authority to bear 
them Harmlefs. 

Bur to this ir may be Objected, thar Sr. Paul 
plainly intimates in the foremeniond Reprehenti- 
on, that there is a natura!
